Co ld Chicken War Perils 
Trade Ex pansio n Aet 


Ten mo nths after passage o f the Trade Ex pansio n Act that was 
suppo sed to make the American ex po rt busine** bo o m. U.S. nego tia­ 
tio ns with the Euro pean Co mmo n Market o n tariff reductio ns are in a 


bad way . 


Nego tiatio n o f an East-West no naggressio n pact with Russia Is 
beginning to lo o k simple by co mpariso n with getting the Euro pean 
co untries to reduce their tariffs o n fro zen po ultry impo rts fro m the 


United States. 


Three principal causes are giv en fo r this co ld chicken war. First is 
the Co mmo n Market’s refusal to admit Britain as a member. 


The seco nd facto r is that the six co untries In the Euro pean Eco ­ 
no mic Co mmunity —EEC—hav e nev er giv en Co mmo n Market autho ­ 
rities full po wer to nego tiate fo r all o f them. This giv es ev ery member 
a v eto po wer o v er tariff reductio ns. 


Finally , the Euro pean go v ernments want to retain the Euro pean 
po ultry market fo r their o wn small farmers, barring co mpetitio n fro m 
American po ultry men. 


All this was suppo sed to be wo rked o ut bv early August. But 
France and West Germany in particular refused to allo w tariff cuts o n 
American po ultry impo rts. This means that the issue will hav e to go 
befo re General Agreement o n Tariffs and Trade—GATT nego tiatio ns. 
They are scheduled to o pen in Genev a in September. 


Also scheduled fo r September is President Kennedy ’s submissio n 
to the U.S. Tariff Co mmissio n o f the lo ng list o f articles o n which this 
co untry will pro po se acro ss-the-bo ard tariff reductio ns o f up to 5 0 per 
cent, under the new trade law. 


The Tariff Co mmissio n is giv en six mo nths iii which to adv ise the 
President o n eco no mic effects o f tho se cuts. 


During this sam e perio d, a U.S. Trade Info rmatio n Co mmittee o f 
sev en go v ernment department representativ es will ho ld hearings o n the 
pro po sed cuts. Here any American business firm may file o bjectio ns to 
any pro po sed changes in tariff rates. 


Actual nego tiatio n o f these changes with the Co mmo n Market 
co untries is no w set fo r May 4, 196 4. Mo st o f the difficulty is ex pected 
in nego tiating tariffs o n agricultural pro ducts. 


U.S. industrial go o ds trade with the six Co mmo n Market co untries 
balanced ro ughly at $.15 billio n each way In 1962. But last y ear the 
U.S. ex po rted $1.2 billio n in agricultural pro ducts to the Co mmo n Mar­ 
ket co untries and impo rted o nly $25 0 millio n wo rth fro m them. This 
gav e the U.S. a fav o rable trade balance o f nearly $1 billio n it want* to 
keep. 


American po ultry ex po rts o f $20 millio n U.S. v alue and $5 0 millio n 
at Euro pean who lesale lev els in 1962 is a relativ ely small item, but it 
causes the mo st tro uble. Ov er 90 per cent o f these ex po rts went to 
Germany , where tariffs hav e been raised fro m 4 to 16 cents a po und 
since 19.58. The rate is no w IO cents a po und o n v alue o f the po ultry 
itself, plus 6 cents feed grain differential. 
Euro pean refusal to lo wer such tariffs may be the beginning o f a 
trade war. This is the British reactio n to U.S. trade czar Christian A. 
Herter's anno uncement o f hearings to o pen Sept. 4 o n retaliato ry in­ 
creases o f U.S. tariffs. 
If retaliato ry Increases are put into effect o n bo th sides o f the 
Atlantic, the who le purpo se o f the Trade Ex pansio n Act will be de­ 
feated.

Balancing th e dosage to 
m eet y our own sp ecial requirem ents 
is no job for an am ateur. 
Any o ne who is sick enough to

antihy pertensiv e 
drugs 
is 
sick eno ugh to need careful super- 
v isio n by a do cto r. 
Th ere can be no doubt, h owev er, 
th at for th e p erson with m alignant 
h y p ertension 
or 
im p ending 
h y p er­ 
tension, skillful m edical treatm ent 
can p rolong useful life and p rev ent 
or p ostp one serious comp lications. 
Q—W h at causes v entricular fibril­ 
lation? Wh at can be done for it? 
A—I sincerely h op e y ou don’t h av e 
th is ty p e of irregular h eart action, 
as it is rarely seen ex cep t at th e 
tim e of a sev ere coronary h eart 
attack. 
In th is condition, th e v entricles, 
wh ich m ake up th e main bulk of th e 
h eart, fibrillate or quiv er so rap idly 
th at th ere is no effectiv e forcing of 
th e blood from th e h eart into th e 
general circulation.
